This information was furnish­ 
ed THE TIMES by Lieutenant 
Governor Edward E. Beidleman, 
chairman of the Hoard. 
The decision of the Board, to 
hold the case under advisement 
means that no definite decision 
will be given until the next 
meeting of th*- Board on Febru­ 
ary IB.
